Eleventh Annual Meeting of Michigan 


Breeders. They are Cheerful if Values 


are Low—Prospects Regarded as Favor- 
able for Good Cattle. 


The Eieventh Annual Meeting of Michi- 
gan’s Shorthorn Breeder Association opened 
at Lansing on Thursday Dac. 18th, with 
the President, Mr. John McKay, of Romeo, 
in the chair. After the meeting had bean 
called to order the President read his annual 
address, which we give in full : 


Tbe past year has not been an eventful 
oma in onr historw. poy dex intasesia of 
agriculture and she raising met the 
hopes and desires of one year ago. Mother 
earth in our commonwealth has not yielaed 
abundantly of her treasures, to the labors of 
the husbandmen, nor has the price of the 
stock and picduoce of the farm been as 
remunerative as we could desiie. But when 
we look about us and behold those engaged 
in otber avocations of life meeting with no 
better success, we are led to the conclusion 
that we mey be passing through a pericdical 
business depression, which affects all trades 
and callings alike. 

The time has been when the average 
farmer was content to plod along in the ojd 
beaten path of his ancestors, regarding every 
means to improve old methods with suspi- 
cion and distrust, protesting against all 
modern inventions to lighten his labors, 
like the good old divine, who upon the 
introduction of farming mills in Scotland 
is said to have denounced the innova- 
tion in no uncertain terms. ‘‘We used to 
trust to Providence,’’ said he, ‘‘for wind to 
fan our grain, and it is but wicked presump- 
tion thus to interfere with the divine 
prerogative and manui/acture wind for our- 
selves.’? But those ds)s of superstition and 
ignorance have lopg tince passed away, a 
new era has dawned, and now that most 
impor/ant of all industries, and the one upon 
which all others are more or less dependent 
for suecess, is receiving something of the 
attention which iis importance demands, 
The aericuiturists of to-day are making 
rapid advancement in agricuitural science, 
and availing themselves of every means and 
opportunity to advance their interests. 

‘The astociations and surroundings of ru- 
rel life, when properly enjoyed, and duly 
appreciated, can never be rivaled by the 
avocations of the town. But there is, and 
probably always will be to the exd of time, 
discontent in every avocation of life. The 
merchant longs to be a farmer, for he believes 
that he has but to sow, that he may reap un- 
told wealth from the bosom of Mother Earth; 
the lawyer would be a doctor, and with his 
pills and powders win fame and wealth at 
the bedside of suffcring humanity; the doctor 
would be an editor, and win fame with his 
pen; the farmer would be a merchant, then 
he would be on the road to wealth and ease, 
So the world moves on, and it will ever be 
thus, in this hustling busy world of ours. 
Bat we believe the life of the agriculturist 
to be more healthfal and satisfactory in the 
long run than the trades and professions, 
and he who has passed life’s meriaian will 
never feel that lasting love for home in town, 
no matter bow beautiful it may be, but he 
will always feel swelling up in his heeri a 
love for the old country home. How, often 
in life after the shadows begin to lengthen 
do we find ourselves recalling the pleasant 
memories of the old country home, made 
haliowed by its mavy sacred associations, 
and in no other place will you find ali these 
pleasant experiences except in the home life 
of the husbaucman. 

Bat it is not with the past, but with the 
active, restless, aud bustling present, that 
we have to dca’, and the agricultarist 
is bexiuning to gee the need of taking a 
broader View Of life, aud the necessity of 
being up aud doing if he keeps pace with 
other iudustiies in jifeg battle. So he is 
making bis influence fe by organization aud 
Otherwise; aud to some extent is taking 
his jastly entitied position in the affairs of 

Bat how often have we seen 
him, through the influence i we

need of tie American farmer to obtain the 
larzest success ia his calling, making pi. 
luflience fet among men and taking 
fUch a place in the affairs of life ag the 
luportance Of his calling should warrant, 
is @ broader and more liberal education. 
Taken «8 a whole men haye long eduered tw 
the faliacy that no special educatioa or train- 
ing Was necessary for a farmer; no special 
training of the mind, no education required 


to make a successful agriculturist. He may 
be a good man in society, and have the good 
will and respect of his neighbors buat his 
infloence will be in direet ratio to his 
tntelligence, and intelligence demands 
culture and education. To develop brain 
power we must use it, and it cannot be used 
«ffectively without education. The fact is 
not disputed that farmers do not as a class 
at the present day wield an influence in the 
sffairs of lifein proportion to their numbers 
and the importance of their caliing. For 
this they d they alone, are to blame. 

Agricu’@re to de successful must be made 
pleasant a@d profitable, but every rose has 
its thorn, and we know of nocountry where 
the tiller of the soil dces not meet with more 
or less to annoy and perplex. The laws ot 
ecmpensation and cause and effect hold 
good every where. It has been truly said 
‘bat there is no other profession in lite 
where so many of the conditions of success 
and failures are unforeseen and beyond our 
control. The carpenter, the mason, the 
machinist, the blacksmith, can each tell 
you at what price he can perform for you a 
certain price of work in his own line, but 
which one of you can tell what it wil) co3t to 
raise a bushel of wheat, or corn, or at what 
price you can afford to sella pound of beef, 
a year hence? There may be a sort of gen- 
eral average, which is obtained from year to 
year, found by comparing a Jong series of 
years together, but for one particular year no 
one can predict the yield of his farm. 

The same reasoning holds good as to the 
prices we shall receive a year hence for the 
proceeds of our industry. Truly it can be 
said that it bas been so with that branch of 
agriculture which this association represents. 
One year ago we believed that we_could 
discover the silver lining to the cloud that 
enveloped us, and hoped for better times, 
but has that hope ended in fruition? The 
herds of the prairies, the valleys and the 
hillsides, have continued to pour into the 
markets of the country, in countless numbers 
and beyond all former experence, without 
regard to demand, condition, age or price, 
until the time cannot be for distant when 
the demand will exceed the supply, and 
stock raising again be placed upon a paying 
basis. 

My <fficial duties as president of this 
Association are now drawing to close; the 
associations have been pleasant indeed and 
will ever be remembered by me with pleasure, 
and J take this opportunity of thinking you 
all for your many acts of kindness and court- 
esy to me while acting as your presiding 
officer. 

Secretary Butterfield read his 
which was as follows : 

The expenses of the past year were $11.25; 
Secretary's salary, $25 ; tota!, $36.25; mem- 
bership feees received, $35. 

I have to report that the State Agricul- 
tural Society accepted the po er of 
t j ered priz3s 
far Soar cows at the Ap a? ote or ovo. 7 
Mr. Wm. Gaffoey, of Bay City, competed 
for this priz3 with his cow Mo.s Rose, Vol. 
35, and received the first prize with a test of 
a trifle over two pounds of butter in 24 hours. 
The test was under the direction of the 
Superintendent of the Cattle Department. 

The Treasarer’s report was as follows: 
Raceived from membership fees, $35. Paid 
for stationary, printing, etc., $5.50; expenses 
of Secretary, $5.75; salary of Secretary, 

23.75; total, $35. This left a balance due 
the Secretary of $1.25, which was paid him 
from back memberships received from John 
Thorburn and C. F. Moore. 

The first paper on the programme, ‘‘Rigid 
Selection the Natural Means of Improve- 
ment,’’ was read by Prof. Eugene Davenport, 
of the Agricultural College. It, with the 
discussion upon it will appear hereafter. 

Mr. Clapp followed with a paper entitled 
‘*How to Breed Shorthorns.’”?’ Mr. Clapp 
said : 

Passing, as we arc, at the present time, 
through a period of depression, with a 
stringent money market in the east, a large 
supply of cattle in the west, and the price 
of that supply, too, controled largely by 
monopolists, we do not anticipate that we 
shall be able to stir up much enthusiasm ; 
but by some ideas that we shall present 
we hope to provoke discussion that will 
biing out information on this su! ject suffi- 
clent to repay the trouble of coming to- 
gether. . id wf f “ 

There has been three distinct methods ad- 
hered to in the past, namely: 1st. Promis- 
cous or out-and-oat breeding; selecting non- 
relatives and coupling male and female so 
as to correct defects in one by the superior 
quality of the other. 2nd. In-breeding; 
selecting male and female closely related 
and coupling purporting to concentrate the 
desirable qualities of the individual animals 
used and produce refinement. 3rd. Line 
breeding ; selecting male and female related, 
but not closely of same tribe, and carrying 
a large percentage of same blood drawn 
through different channels of relatives and 
continuing the process for several gener- 
ations without the introduction of alien 
blood, or blood from other tribes of 
the same breed. All of these methods 
have their adherents who contend 
that theirs is the best, but for me to give a 
detailed accouat of the results to prove the 
superiority of one above another would re- 
quire more space than we have to devote to 
this topic. It is sufficient tosay that the first 
mentioned method is the one most universal- 
ly adopted by beginners and the general 
breeder. The second we believe is a dang- 
erous one to follow, except by men of superi- 
or jadgment and large means, who can af- 
ord to sacrifice several animals in the pro- 
cess of producing a superior one. The third 
mathod, with numerous variations, is the one 
most frequently adopted by the professional 
preeder. 

No matter what method one may choose to 
follow, judicious selections to start with is 
indispensible to success. Bailding from a 
low foundation, too many bave found to their

sorrow to be a slow process. We beliave 
that all close observers discover, very soon, 
that there is a tendency in any breed of im- 
proved stock to revert back to the original 
gtyle and characteristics of the ancient stock, 
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and it is by the same process of care and 
habit by which the stock was improved, that 
it can be held to its advanced condition. 
Hence it must be admitted that the farther 
we are removed, or in advance of the origia- 
al defects of the breed the less liable we wil 
be to combat with that tendency to rever- 
sion. The animal descending from stock 
that for many generations back has been ofa 
high or superior class in general conforma- 
tion and babit, will more easily sustain the 
characteristics of the family and more sure). 
transmit the same to the offspring. 
from the above conclusions and we believe 
all will admit that they are correct, pedigree 
and individual merit are the first two consid- 
erations in laying the foundation for a herd. 
When the breeder has decided which tribes 
he will select his females from, then if his 
purse is sufficient, he can select the best spec- 
specimens of the trides chosen and those 
that descend through a long list of meritori- 
ancestors. Having secured the fc males that 
suit his fancy then comes a step that should 
be taken very cautiously, that of selecting a 
bull. As the bull represents one half of the 
herd in breeding, he should, if possible to 
obtain such a one, approach closely to per- 
fection in general conformation, and the 
closer he approaches perfection the more val— 
uable he will be, providing his pedigree shows 
that he is of a lineage highly meritorious for 
several generations back. in otber words, 
he should be a noble son of noble parents. 

Having secured the foundation for a herd, 
then Comes the test of the ability of the 
breeder to not only maintain the excellence 
of his herd, but to improve it in quality and 
style. Uniformity in the produce, provid 
ing it is coupled with true excellence, is one 
of the things moat desirable, and it requires 
skill and practice to approach it. 

Having begun the business of breeding 
one should have an ideal Shorthorn in mind, 
and seek by his selection of bulis for succes- 
sive generations to reach that ideal. With 
a fixed purpose aud inexhaustible zaal and 
energy, one can succeed in approaching his 
ideal; but if lured by the foolish whims of 
fashion in by and forbidden paths, the ever 
changing disposition of the godess of fashion 
will compel him to contradict his own 
works, constantly change his plans and land 
his business a hopeless wreck on the shoals 
of disaster. 

We believe that h3 who breeds a general 
purpose apima! will succed vest. As it is 
the general farmers that the breeder has to 
lock to for cusiomer, it is matter of im- 
portance that the Shorthorn should be so 
bred as to meet his demands, The average 
farmer can net afford to keep single purpose 
cattle any more than single purpose horses, 
The most desirable Shorthorns are those that 
yield a Jarge quantity of milk and in the ead 
a good carcass of beef. The milking qual- 
ities of the Shorthoras have been so much 
neglected for the last twenty years, that it is 
not strange that other breeds have been 
sought to supply this want; and unless 
vigorous eftorts are made in the fature to 
improve their milking qualities the Short- 
hora breeders will lose ground that they 
can not well afford to lose. lt was for 
their superior milking qualities that the 
Shorthorns were first noted, and 1 know 
by experience that the quality can be gainea 
by judicious selection and handling. In the 
selection of bulls for the purpose of improv- 
ing the milking propensity of our Shorthorn:, 
the conformation of the dam of the bull 
as well as performance at the pail should 
have due consideration. For us, we prefer 
a fineheed, small neck, that is not very long 
and that molds smoothly into the fore quar- 
ters that should be both deep and of 
good width, a broad loin, good iength of hip, 
a well developed udder; and, above all, of 
quiet disposition. And the character of the 
dams of the sires for several generations 
back should be given due consideration. If 
these ideas were maintained for three or four 
generations we would hear less complaint 
that the Shorthorn is not the farmer’s cow. 

lf we are content to breed cattle that are 
on‘y useful as beef animal, we must admit 
that we are willing to engage in a business 
that does not, at the present time, pay 
expenses. A good milking cow will pay ber 
cost of keep and in the end yield a good car- 
cass of beef worth double that of the native, 
thus giving a farmer two sources of revenue, 
If we cannot maintain the Shorthorn as a 
general purpose animal, we must admit that 
the breeders of a century ago were ahead of 
us, and we as breeders areafailare, Single 
purpose cattle can be found among other 
preeds, andif we wish to divide the patronge 
of the public with the breeders of other 
cattle, we can follow the single purpose 
line; but if we wish to not only maintain 





the former characteristics of the breed, but 
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improva upon them, our first endeavors will 
be to make the good old Shorthorn both 
| the champion at the pail and the shambles. 
Mr. M. A. Saow, of Ki!amsezoo, followed 
with a paper on ‘Feeding Shorthorne,”’ 
an excellent oue, and received with general 
commendation. Then W. E. Boyden, of 
Delhi Mills, told ‘‘How to Show Short- 
horns,’’ and gave the boys several good 
points to consider. For the wind-up Mr. 
Wm. Ball had a paper on ‘ How to Sell 
Shortborns,’”’ and he had only to draw on 
his own experience for an ample fund of 
information on that important part of the 
business. These papers were all well dis- 
cussed. and will be published hereafter. 


The election of « fficers then came up and 
resuited in the choice of the following: 
Presiaent, W. E. Boyden, Delhi Mills; 
Vice-President, A. F. Wood, Mason ; Secre- 
tary, J. H. Batterfield, Port Huron; Treas- 
urer.

A committee of three, consisting of Robt. 
| Gibbons, H. H. Hinds and John Lessiter 
were appointed to draft suitable reselutions 
/ on the death of Lewis F. Allen, so long 
proprietor of the American Shorthorn Herd- 
Book. 

Mr. C. F. Moore, of St. Clair, was in- 
dorsed as @ proper person for membership 





on the Executive Board of the National As- 
sociation, subject to the approval of its 
members. 

This closed the programme, and the As- 
sociation adjourned to meet at Lansing in 
December, 1891.

Tharsday evening at 7 o’clock the Short- 
horn breeders met in the dining room of the 
Hudson Hoase. There were present as in- 
vited gaests Gov.

Hewitt, W. R. Goodwin, Jr-, of the Breed- 
er’s Gazette, Piof. Samuel Johnson, repre- 
senting the FARMER, and Co].

Gov. Luce spoke at length of the advan- 
tages of Michigan as an “all around State,’’ 
and of the average quality of her farmers, 
who are, he said, secona in intelligence to 
those of no other Stateinthe Union. While 
other S:ates may grow cheaper feed, this 
State has many advantagesfor cattle grow- 
ing. His experience as a feeder for 30 years 
had shown him that only good cattle paid 
for growing and feeding, and that none 
equalled the Shorthorn for that purpose. 

Mr. Baker said that with proper care in 
breeding and intelligent methoas of feeding 
this State could compete with any section in 
cattle growing. He advocated only the use 
of she pure-bred animals, and believed they 
would bring the mo:t revenue, even for the 
practical purpose of making beef. 

Prof. Johnson said of the FARMER that 
it was not like a large class of the so-called 
agricultural papers, agticultural only in 





name, but that its editors endeavored to rep- 
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resent the trae interests of the farmers of 
Michigan;and he hoped that in the future 
they would receive even more substantial 
remuneration than in the past, from the 
stock growers. 

Mr. Goodwin, said if the Sacretary had 
known how much effort he had expended in 
the way of violent exercise and attention to 
diet to reduce the siza of his shadow the hope 
referred to would have not been presented. 
However he was thankful for the kind intent 
expressed thereby. Tne Gazette would 
always be found the champion of the stock 
growers as it saw its duty, defending them 
alike from enemies and uawise friends, 

Mr.{Hinds saidthe Sanitary Commission 
had found many difficult questions to deal 
with, but he believed the Commission hai 
been able to do great good to the cattle grow- 
ers in keeping contagious disease from them 
and they would continue to use their best 
judgment in the conduc: of the work 
entrusted to them. 

Pres. Clute said the board and faculty 
were desiroasof strengthening and develop- 
ing the Agricultural department at the 
college, and of increasing the fame of the 
College as the best of its kind in the country. 
This would be his endeavor so long as he 
remained at its head. He wanted to meet 
the farmers and stock growers of the State 
at the College as frequently as possible, and 
receive from them advice, and also criticizm 
when needed. He referred to acriticism he 
sometimes heard that the gradaates dii not 
become farmers, and sald while all did not, a 
goodly number areengaged jn that calling 
and their inflaence is greatly felt. Many 
more, like his former, pupil Mr. Baker, after 
making a name in some other profession, had 
finally turned their attention to agriculture, 
showing that their early training had not 
been entirely forgotten. 

Mr, Sotham was not present but senta 
letter of regrets: ‘“ When the White faces 
and the Shorthorn j in hands, uniting the 
best qualities of both, they are incomparable. 
He would join hands with the Shorthorn 
breeders in driving out their common enemy 
**the Scrab.”? 

Mr. Wickes acknowledged that the Gallo- 
way3 had some faults, chief among which 
was that of strongly impressing their char- 
acter on the grades when crossed on the 
common stock. 

Judge Marstor sent his regrets in a 
letter read by Secretary Fiint. ‘‘A good 
herd of Jerseys makes more than double the 
average amount of butter per cow, aud the 
batter brought the best price, heace green- 
back harvests.’’ 

Mr. Sexton said their favorite breed had 
enabled the Dutch farmer to pay his high 
rents as noother stock could, and that with 
jadicious care they would help the American 
farmer out of many diffculties., 


Mr. Barnes said the piz was indeed a 
competitor of the Shorthorn, in furnishing 
food for the world. Everywhere was found 
a demand for lard and ham sandwiches, 
and if some of the lard went into butter. 
making theswine breeders were not respon- 
sible for it. 

Mr. Rich said the Merino sheep breeders 
were enterprising, aggressive, intelligent. 
They had succeeded In greatly increasing the 
Capacity of the Merino for wool and mutton 
both. Through prosperity and adversity 
they had kept improvement steadily in view 
until now the American Merino stands 
without a peer as a profitable wool produc: 
ing sheep; and Michigan breeders are not 
second in the race. 

Mr. Breck was glad to see an organization, 
cf all stock breeders, believing that it 
would do much to increase the live stock in- 
terests of the State. 

The demand for good mutton was greatly 
on the increase and the time would soon 
come when ‘‘choice shropshire mutton’? 
would be found on the bill of fare of al 
‘* firat class’’ hotels. 

Mr. Ball, spoke of the meeting when less 
than a dozen breeders met to organiza this 
Association. The cattle business had bere 
depressed of late, but the Shorthorn had 
steadily increased in numbers, and still 
equalled the number of all the other pure- 
bred catilein the State. The Association 
had done mach for the interests of Short- 
horn breeding and much for breeders 
themselves. It had increased confidence 
and friendship among them and many more 
acquaintances had been cemented into 
friendship that would last through life, If 
there were no other reason for its existence 
this would be enough. 

This meeting was greatly enj>yed by all 
who were present, and the wish was express- 





ed that all members might have been taken 
part in it. 


CHOICE JERSEYS, 


The Meridale herd of Jersey cattle is one 
of the largest as well as the finest herds of 
Jersey cattle in the United States. It num- 
bers about 175 head, and contains a larger 
number of pure St. Lambert Stoke-Pogis 
animals than any other herd. It also con- 
tains more animals of the famous Matilda 
3238 blood. We publishin this is3ue pic- 
tures of the two leading balls of this herd: 
Ida of St. Lambert’s Ball, dropped October 
25th, 1886, is an unusually large animal, 
weighing over 1,600 lbs. He has a level 
back, long body, short legs, very rich yellow 
skin and ears, beautiful tail and switch, and 
is a solid derk color, with full black points. 
His sire, Stoke- Pogis 5th 5987, was not only 
a fuil brother to the famous Stoke-Pogis 3d 
2238, but he is the sire of sixteen cows who 
bave tested over 14 lbs. each in seven days. 
His dam, Ida of St. Lambert 24990, has the 
largest milk record for a day, a week anda 
month, of any Jersey cow, and shealso has 
an Official test of 30 Ibs. 24¢ oz, ot butter in 
seven days. ida of St. Lambert’s Ball 
19169, is one of the handsomest bulls in the 
country, and has wond?: ful powers of repio- 
duction, all of his calves being remarkably 
like their sire. 

Not less valuable is Matilda 4th’s Son 
20214, dropped Vecember 12:h, 1886; solid 
dark color, full black points, very yellow 
skin and ears, splendid head and horns, and 
fine escutcheon. His sire, Ida’s Rioter of 
St. Lambert 13606, isa son of the famors 
lda of St. Lambert 24990. His dam, Matilda 
4th 12816, gave 16,1533¢ lbs. of milk ina 
year, <flicially tested 21 lbs. 814 oz. of butter 
in seven days, and is estimated to have made 
927 lbs. 83¢0z. of butter in one year. The 
gracnddam, great-granddam, and great-great 
granddam of Matilda 4th’s Son 20214, bave 
each made 17 lbs. of butter in seven days, 
on grass alone. Oa both sire and dam side, 
his ancestors for four generations have been 
noted butter makers, 

Messrs. Ayer & McKinney; Times Baild- 
ing, Philadelphia, Pa., proprietors of Meri- 
dale Farms, Meredith, Delaware Cvunty, N, 
Y., insist that the bull is half the herd, and 
that a poor bull is not cheap, for dairy pur- 
poses, at any price, and that money spent in 
buying inferior animals is worse than thrown 
away. That they practice what they preach 
is evident from the two balls which head 
their herd, and which are valued at over $10,- 
000; and that the buying public agrees with 


their yiews is shown by the steady demand 
for bull calves sired by these two bulls. 


Vermont Sheep Abroad. 


Jona S. Smith, of Addison, who accompan- 
ed E. D. Morrison with his sbeep to Lon- 
don, reacbed home Tuesday after an absence 
of six weeks. ‘he 152 sheep were placed 
in quaravtine at London for fourteen days, 
when they are ready for reshipment as Kog- 
lish sheep, although but a few weeks from 
the sheep pons of Addison. They foand 
there the sheep party which had prcaded 
them one week with 200 sheep. They were

Bridport, and Henry Bissel, of Sioreham. 
They left London, Nov. 22, for Sydney, 
Australia, in the steamer Hanchow. Among 
the sheep of Mr. Morrison was the coming 
two-years-old Spanish Merino buck, Big Man, 
for which he paid Mrs. Luman Clark, of Ad- 
dison, $500. Fortwo years more the Aus- 
tralian sheep market will be open to Amer- 
ican sheep, then it is feared that the Austral- 
ian dealers will try to shut them off.— Amer- 
tcan Cultivator, 

It is singular to see an agricultural paper 
generally so well informed, refer to these 
shipments as ‘‘Vermont” sheep, when the 
facts are that a large proportion of them 
were bred in Michigan, New York and Ohio, 
and purchased in those States for shipment. 
They are American Merinos, not Vermont 
Merinos, and the Cultivator issimply helping 
to deceive foreign purchasers by referring to 
them as ‘‘Vermont”’ Merinos.

The annual meeting of the Michigan 
Holstein-Friesian Breelers’ Association met 
at Lansing on Wednesday of last week. 
President W. K. Sex'on assumed the chair 
and called the meeting toorder. He then 
read his annual address, which we give in 
feil : 

GENTLEMEN :—The cattle industry for 
the past few years has not returned to the 
breeder quite as many dollars as formerly, 
but we have been making steady advances, 

Many rev ards have come to the Holstein- 
Friesian cattle for actual and careful rec- 
ords of work well done during the past 
year. 

They bave won an enviable position as 
milk and butter producers, reaching to 
higher and higher records, 

This breed is crowned as the dairy prias 
winners throughout the entire country. 

‘rhe rapid increase of these cattle during 
the past ten years is evidence in their 
favor to pronounce them a popular dairy 
breed. 

Through importation and breeding the 
Holstein-Friesian cattle have increased 
since 1880 in the United States over 270 
per cent. 

In raising cattle we may well consider the 
dairy interest first, and beef second. 

The products of a good dairy cow will 
bring as much money in one year as a beef 
that has taken three years to grow, and we 
have the cow remaining on hand as capital 
in stock. 

1f we consider the work of the cow three 
years, the time that it has taken to 
that beef, we find her products have trebled 
the price of the beef with compound interest 
added, and the cow remains in our herd. 

It is said the butchers’ block is the end 
of all cattle. While we call the Holstein 
cattle a dairy breed, we will say they are 
a large breed, and at the same time are 
rapid growers of a fine quality of very sweet 
beef, profitable for the cunsumer. 

New breeders are commencing with this 
breed at a gocd time. 

There has been no better time than now 
to make selections for new herds, the prices 
are at such figures that breeders can well 
afford to secure thoroughbred cattle. 

Dapression in the price of cattle is not 
due to an increased number of all kinds of 
cattle, eo 

The number of cattle of g!! breede.‘>-tag”” 
United States has not increased daring the 
past four years with the increase of popula- 
tion, but has diminished five per cent. 

The calves and young cattle have been 
reck'essly slaughtered. 

Depression in value is not due to an over- 
production, but is due to a combination of 
circumstances which has been consuming 
much of the profits from al! the products of 
the farm, 

There i3 no over-production until the 
people of America are well fed, and well 
fed means well clothed. 

The husbandman should be able from the 
products of his farm to pay reasonable 
debts, and save his fair heritage from the 
hands of the monopolies. 

The farm should remain in the hands of 
the farmer, in the hands of American 
citizens, 

We trust there is something in the signs 
of the times that will bring success to farm- 
ers in the near foture. | 

Statistics show that the population of 
the country is very rapidly increasing, and 
the number of those living in the cities is 
largely increasing over those living in the 
country. 

The consumers are increasing far more 
rapidly than the producers. 

Oar arable land is becoming largely 
occupied, as is witne-sed by the eager tide 
of people clamoring in theirhas‘e to possess 
a home in the west. 

Cities are springing up and growing to 
enormous proportions in avery short time, 
having all of tse modern conveniences in 
advance of many of the older eastern cities. 

Tne work of irrigation and reclaiming 
the waste places must commenca, for there 
is noevidence that our population will not 
steadily increase. 

With these facts befora us it is evident 
that the west will be complied to raise less 
catt'e in proportion to their inhabitants, 
while the east can raise more. 

Lat us shape our policy for the future by 
practising economy, and working well our 
plans as farmers and breeders. 

Sacretary C. L. Seeley [read the minutes 
of the last meeting, and Treasurer John A. 
Miller his annual report, both of which 
were, on motion, adopted. 

Some time was spent in an informal dis- 
cusion of the cattle industry as a whole, 
and the position of this special breed. The 
members prasent expressed themselves as 
well pleased with the shewing the Holsteins 
had made during the past year, both as a 
dairy and general purpose breed for ths 
farmer. The question of proper represen- 
tation of the breed at the Columbian Ex- 
position was also discussed, and it was 
decided that tbe breed should not only be 
well represented, but that Michigan 
breeders should take measures necessary for 
placing the herds of this State in a promin- 
ent position in that exposition. 

Mr. Edwin Paelps, of Pontiac, spoke of 
the absence of M. L. Sweet, of Grand 
Rapids, who had always taken such warm 
interest in the affairs of the Association, and 
said it was owing to the recent loss of his 
wife, followed by his own illness. 

Oa motion a committee was appointed to

HORTICULTURE AT THE WORLD'S 
FAIR. 
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A Good Hot-Bed. 

The time for preparing a hot-bed depends 
opon what it is to be used for, Dut most 
merket gardeners get theirs ready in No- 
vember, and cover it over with litter and 
straw. Tne bed is then ready for use any 
time daring the wi The best plan is to 
begin to prepare for the bot-bed, and then 
no time will be lost in having it ready for 
spricg. The loam to be used ooght to be 
selected in the fall before the ground is 
frozen ap, and then the frame work may be 
boutanytime. Bot even when the hot-bed 
s only used for forcing vezetables in the 
spring, it is moch easier and more profitable 
to constroe! it before the heavy frosts of 
winter. Baiidirg a hot-bed in the midcle 
of winter is ¢ ficult work, for the ground is 
bard and frcz-n and unyielding.

It is perfectly proper to isola‘e 
such varieties as you wish tosave seed from.

Mr. Moore has repeated experiments so 
many times, with corn, never finding any 
mix'ure unless the seed was exposed to 
crossiag the previous year, that it would seem 
as clear proof as it is possible to have of a 
negative. Now let numerous experiments 
be tried by experiment stations, with several 
species of fratt, incladirg the cereals, the ut- 
most care being exercised to isolate the 
species for one or two years and then cross- 
fog them with pollen of other varieties and 
see x any mixtare of varieties ever occurs 
the first yesr.—Rural Home. 





Malaga Grapes. 

nose large, white, delicious grapes, 50 
frequently seen now-a-days, displayed for 
tale in grocery stores and placed on res‘aa- 
rant and hotel tabies, are said by some 
poysicians to be an exce'lent remedy for 
sufferers fromthe grippe. Toe consumption 
of this grape in this country, says an east- 
ern exchange, has increased 100 per cent in 
the Iast 10 years, but supplies are limited. 
From a smal] provinces cf Malaga are 
grapes shipped. They ere of such a ten 
pa*ore that? ean be shipped only in Sep 

tember, wh e frait is frit ripe, and a 
— thousand barrels limit American sh 
ments. Spain, however, sends to this ccu2- 
try large quanties of grapes which are called 
Malazas. 

Tse S ,anish frait is white in color, and 
has astonishing tenacity of life. The grapes 
begin to ripen about the middle of Augu:t, 
and are usually harvasted by Oxtober 1. The 
banehes, when plocked from the vines, are 
piled in ventilated places to a depth of two 
or three feet and allowed to ‘‘sweat’’ for a 
couple of days. This is to toughen the 
skins. They are then packed in barrels 
between layers of cork dust, and will keep 
in that condition for a jong time—indeed al- 
mosta year. Last year aboat 140,000 bar- 
rels, or about 3.600.000 pounds of grapes, 
came to America, and prises for them ranged 
| very high. At least 200 000 barrels are ex- 
pected to arrive in New York this year, and 
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in daytime); give plenty of plant food and 
an abundance of water, bu! apply it in the 
morning and bright days only: evoid sudden 
extreme chanzes of temperatare. After the 
disease has once taken hoid o! the plants, it 
is not so easily dislodged ; bat the fomes of 
sulphur kept boiling on a little stoyein the 
closed greenhoase or pit for several hours at 
a time may accomplish a cure if repeated as 
needed.

ness; occasionally the respiration becomes 
disturbed; lassitude follows ; the legs begin 
to swell, leaving the impreesion of the hngers 
in the skin when pressed upon; the mm- 
brane of the nose (schniderian) paler than 
usual ; pulse sluggish and sometimes inter- 
mittent. This condition is due to the i n- 
poverished condition of the blood. In this 
debilitated condition the patient requires 
good nutritious food, pure air anda light, 
clean stall, fresh water, and moderate ex- 
ercise. In this case we will prescribe the 
following: Sulphate of iron, one ounce, 
puly.; chlorate potasss, pulv., two ounces; 
Jamaica girger root, pulv., one ounce; 
gentian root, pulv., two ounces ; mix all to- 
gether and divide into twenty doses; give 
one in the feed, or mix with syrup to a paste 
and smear on the tongue night and morn- 
ing. Give moderate exercise. Keep in a 
dry well lighted stable, give no corn or corn 
meal to eat, tut give gond clean oats and 
hay. Blue yitrol (sulphate of copper) isa 
powerful stimulant, astringent, and must be 
used cautiously and in moderate doses. 





Worms in Gelding. 





BELDEN, Dec. 15, 1890. 
Veterinary Editor of the Michigan Farmer. 

I have a ge'ding about ten years of age 
which has not seemed todo well this sum- 
mer; bair Jlooked rough and he seemed to 
tire 6asy; muscles would tremble; for a 
week oc two ta*k seemed to be doing a 
little better—tiat is gaining in flesh a little. 
Abcut a week ago was taken with severe 
pain, would try to make water and could 
not. I gave him nitre, three ounces, and in 
about two hours he mrd> water and seem: d 
better, but still does not act well ; have seen 
worms psss him which were white and 
about 14¢ inches long, and there are white 
spots under his recium. Now if you can 
tell me what to do for him you will obligean 
old subscriber, M. VY. RICHARDS.

Answer.—It is difficult from the symp- 
tons described to diagnose the disease or 
cause of trouble ‘n your gelding satisfac- 
torily. The presence of worms no doubt is 
the ,rmary cause of the trouble. The re- 
medies in these cases most to be relied upon 
are tartar emetic, calomel, areca-nut, tur- 
pentine, sulphate of iron. arsenic, strychnia, 
ete, The latter, while more effective, is also 
@ more dangerous agent. The following 
may be given with good effect. Calomel, 
three drachms; tartar emetic, one dractm ; 
mix and divide {ato three powders, one to 
be given for three successive nights, and 
follow with socotrine aloes, two ounces; 
Jamaica ginger root, puly., one ounce; mix 
and divide into ten powders ; give one night 
and morning. Feed no corn or corn meal 
while giving these powders. A decoction 
of the leaves of Vir Ursi, one half pound 
to one gallon cf scft water, dose, one ounce 
in the feed at night, will probably relieve the 
animal and restore healthy action of the 
kidneys.

Rheumatitm, or Cramp in a Horse. 





Anmapa, Dec. 22, 1890. 
Veterinary Editor of the Michigan Farmer. 

{I would like to ask through the columns 
of your valuable paper what can be done for 
a two year old colt which has been troubled 
for about a year witha jerking motion of 
one and sometimes both hind legs. This 
occurs only at intervals when he stands in 
his stall over night he will refuse to lift one 
or both bind feet to beck out, and wiil drag 
the foot instead of lifiing it as natural. 
Sometimes he will go for an indefinite period 
and not show it, then again will show it for 
a day or so. His ankles are s!ightly swelled 
since stabled; is in good condition. The 
action of his hind legs are as though the 
cords hindered the moving, or free use of 
his limbs. His legs do not jerk like string- 
halt, but move as though the cords of his 
legs caught on the joint until he made an 
effort to lift them, and not free asis natural 
with a young horse. This trouble com- 
menced when about ten months old. There 
was no swelling of the hock joint, until 
a few days ago, but for @ week have 
been swelled some; seems to eat all right; 
have been feeding gentian, ginger, saltpetre, 
sulphate iron, flaxseed meal, «qual parts for 
afew days. Any information in regard to 
his case will be thankfully received. 

A SUBSCRIBER. 
Answer.—The trouble with your borse, 
from the symptoms as described, we are in- 
clined to disgnose as rheumatism, or cramp 
of the motor musreles of the legs, for which 
we prescribe the following: Barbadoes 
aloes, pulverized, two ounce:; chlorate ef 
potassa, pulv., one ounce. Mix well to- 
gether and divide into twelve powdert ; give 
one in the feed, or mix with water to a 
paste and: smear on the tongue night and 
morning. When the powders have been 
given, follow with colchicum root, pulv., 
and salycilic acid, of each two ounce; mix 
and divide into ten poweders; give one at 
night in the feed oron the tongue. Give 
no corn or corn meal to eat, and give none 
but good clean and sweet hay. Keep ina 
clean dry stable, and give moderate exer- 
cise, and rub the legs well with coarse 
(clean) towz!s. Report to us in a couple of 


weeks. 





Grease Heal in a Horse.
